"Sec. 1. RCW®69.41.190 and 2006 ¢ 233 s 1 are each anended to read
as follows:

(1)(a) Except as provided in_subsection (2) of this section, any
pharmaci st filling a prescription under a state purchased health care
program as defined in RCW 41.05.011(2) shall substitute, where
identified, a preferred drug for any nonpreferred drug in a given
t herapeutic class, unless the endorsing practitioner has indicated on
the prescription that the nonpreferred drug nust be dispensed as

witten, or the prescription is for a refill of an antipsychotic,
anti depressant, anti epileptic, chenot her apy, antiretroviral, or
I mmunosuppr essi ve drug, or for t he refill of a

i mmunonodul ator/antiviral treatnment for hepatitis C for which an
established, fixed duration of therapy is prescribed for at |east
twenty-four weeks but no nore than forty-ei ght weeks, in which case the
phar maci st shal |l di spense the prescribed nonpreferred drug.

(()) (b)) Wen a substitution is made wunder (a)_of this
subsection ((H—ef—this—seet+on)), the dispensing pharmaci st shal
notify the prescribing practitioner of the specific drug and dose
di spensed.

(2)(a) A state purchased health care program may_ inpose limted
restrictions on_an_endorsing practitioner's authority to wite a
prescription_to_ dispense_as__witten_only under the_ followng
ci rcunst ances:

(i) There is statistical or clear data denonstrating the endorsing
practitioner's frequency of prescribing dispensed as witten for
nonpreferred drugs varies _significantly from the prescribing patterns
of his or her peers;
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(ii) The nedical director of a state purchased health program has:
(A) Presented the endorsing practitioner with data that indicates the
endorsing practitioner's prescribing patterns vary significantly from
his or her peers, (B) provided the endorsing practitioner an
opportunity to explain the variationin his or her prescribing patterns
to those of his or her peers, and (C if the variation in prescribing
patterns cannot be explained, provided the endorsing practitioner
sufficient tine to change his or her prescribing patterns to align with
those of his or her peers; and

(iii) The restrictions_inposed under (a) of this_ subsection (2)
nmust be limted to the extent possible to reduce variation in
prescribing patterns and shall remain in effect only until such tine as
the endorsing practitioner can denonstrate a reduction in variationin
line with his or her peers.

(b) A state purchased health care program may i nmedi ately desi gnate
an available, |less expensive, equally effective generic product in a
previously reviewed drug_class _as_a_ preferred drug, wthout first
submtting the product to review by the pharmacy and_therapeutics
comm ttee established pursuant to RCW70. 14. 050.

(c) For a patient's first course of treatnent within a therapeutic
class_of drugs, a_ state_ purchased_ health_ care_ program nmay_inpose
limted restrictions on endorsing practitioners' authority to wite a
prescription_to_dispense_as_witten, only under the_followng
ci rcunst ances:

(1) There_is_ a_less expensive, equally effective_ therapeutic
alternative generic product available to treat the condition;

(ii) The drug use_review board established under WAC 388-530-4000
reviews and provides recommendations_as to the appropriateness of the
limtation;

(iii) Notwithstanding the limtation set forth in (c)(ii) of this
subsection (2), the endorsing practitioner shall have an opportunity to
request as nedically necessary, that the brand nanme drug be prescribed
as the first course of treatnent;

(iv) The state purchased health care program may provide, where
avai l able, prescription, energency room diagnosis, and hospitalization
history with the endorsing practitioner; and

(v) Specifically for antipsychotic restrictions, the state
purchased _health care_ program shall effectively guide good practice
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wthout interfering with the tineliness of clinical decision_naking.
Departnent of social and health services prior authorization prograns
must _provide for responses within twenty-four hours and at least a
seventy-two hour energency supply of the requested drug.

(d) If, within a therapeutic class, there is an equally effective
t herapeutic alternative over-the-counter drug available, a state
purchased health care program nay designate the over-the-counter drug
as the preferred drug.

(e) A state_ purchased health care_program nmay_ inpose_limted
restrictions_on_ _endorsing_practitioners' authority to_ prescribe
pharmaceuticals to be dispensed as witten for a_purpose outside the
scope of their approved |l abels only under the follow ng circunstances:

(i) There is a_less expensive, equally effective on-1abel product
available to treat the condition;

(ii) The drug use_review board established under WAC 388-530-4000
reviews and provides reconmmendations _as to the appropriateness of the
limtation; and

(iii) Notwithstanding the limtation set forth in (e)(ii) of this
subsection (2), the endorsing practitioner shall have an opportunity to
request as_nedically necessary, that the drug be prescribed for_ a
covered off-|abel purpose.

(f) The provisions of this subsection related to the definition of
nedi cally necessary, prior authorization procedures and patient appeal
rights shall be_ inplenented in_a_ nanner consistent wth applicable
federal and state | aw.

(3) Notwithstanding the |imtations in_ subsection (2) of this

section, for refills for an  antipsychotic,  antidepressant,
antiepileptic, chenotherapy, antiretroviral, or inmmunosuppressive drug,
or for the refill of an_ immunonodulator antiviral treatnent for

hepatitis C for which an established, fixed duration of therapy is
prescribed for at |l east twenty-four weeks by no nore than forty-ei ght
weeks, the pharnmaci st shall di spense the prescribed nonpreferred drug.

NEW SECTION. Sec. 2. This act is necessary for the immediate
preservation of the public peace, health, or safety, or support of the
state governnent and its existing public institutions, and takes effect
i mredi ately."
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
